GOVERNMENT OF INDIA

RESOLUTION 

TJew Delhi, the 2nd September 1648 

No. I-4(l)/19/48, — In accordance with the announcement in the Government 
of India Resolution on Industrial Policy, dated the 6th April, * 1948, 
the Central Government have decided to constitute a Central Advisory Council 
of Industries to assist Government in securing the maximum increase of in- 
dustrial production and to advise them on specific questions relating to industry. 
This Council will be constituted as follows:— 

(1) The Minister for Industry and Supply — Chairman, 

(2) Seven representatives of the Government of India, one each from 

the Ministries of Commerce, Finance, Labour, Railways and 
Works, Mines and Power, and two from the Ministry of Industry 
and Supply. 

,(ii) Four members of the Constituent Assembly (Legislative) chosen from 
the Standing Advisory Committees attached to the Ministries of 
Industry and Supply (two), Commerce (one) and 'Labour (one). 

(4) Nine representatives, one from each of the Provinces of Assam, West 

Bengal, Bihar, Bombay, Central Provinces, East Punjab, Madras, 
Orissa and the United Provinces, 

(5) Five representatives of the major States or Unions of States, as 

decided from time to time by the Government of India, 

-(6) One representative of the Federation of the Indian Chambers of 
Commerce and Industry. 

<7) One representative of the Associated Chambers of Commerce and 
Industry. 

(8) One representative of the All-India Manufacturers ’ Organization, 

(9) Six representatives of labour. 

(10) Twenty-eight representatives of the following major industries : — 

Two representing coal, two iron and steel, three cotton textiles, anc 
one each of the following industries; — 

Shipbuilding. 

Automobiles. 

Machine Tool*. 

Eleotrical Engineering, 

Structural Engineering. 
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Mechanical Engineering. 

Basic Chemicals. 

Fine Ohemicalh and Pharmaceuticals, 

Non-ferrous metals. 

Cement* 

Sugar and Power Alcohol* 

Paper. 

Glass and Ceramioa. 

Jute- 

Soap. 

Leather and Leather Manufacture.

(11) Not more than live Members selected by the Government of India 
to represent industries or interests not otherwise represented, 

2. The Council will have tl\e following functions: — 

(1) to advise Government generally on industrial policy; 

(2) to review periodically production in the major industries of the coun- 

try and to advise Government on steps to be taken to secure the 
best use of existing capacity; t 

(8) to advise Government on the allocation of raw materials in scarce 
supply ; 

(4) to advise Government on the import of capital equipment nnd raw 
materials needed by industry; 

and 

(6) to deal with specific problems which might be placed before the 
Council by the Government from time to time. 

The Council will appoint committees to deal with major industries and 
with specific problems. 

The Governments of Provinces and States not represented on the Council, 
will be kept informed of the transactions of the Council and will be ijivitie& 
to depute representatives to participate in the proceedings whenever this is? 
considered desirable. 


ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of the above Resolution be communicated to alt 
Provincial Governments and Administrations, all Ministries of the Govern- 
ment of India, Cabinet Secretariat, Prime Minister's Secretariat, the Indian- 
Trade Commissioners, all Indian Embassies, the Jligh Commissioner for India, 
London, His Majesty's Trade Commissioner in India, all Chambers of Com- 
merce and Associations, the Director of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, the High Commissioner for India in Pakistan, Karachi, the High 
Commissioner for Pakistan in India, New Delhi, and the Secretary* Indian^ 
Tariff Board. J
